Not long ago I received a letter addressed to 'Show Me the MONEY!' directly 
from the Oregon Department of Corrections. Operations Division 2575 Center Street 
N.E., Salem, OR. 97301- 4667. Telephone U (503) 945-0950 FAX: (503) 373-1 173). 
Dated October 13th, 2006. 

It read as follows: 

"RE: Publications 
Dear Sir or Madam: 

The Oregon Department of Corrections requires new publications to be sent di- 
rectly from the publisher [That's me, the editor and publisher of Show Me the 
MONEY!, Tony Hunnicutt]. 

A publisher is defined in the rule on Mail (Inmate) as, "a business, organization, 
or firm that issues and makes available to the public {generally for sale and wide dis- 
tribution) magazines, newspapers, books and other publications. For the purposes of 
these rules, "publisher" includes approved publications suppliers or distributors that 
are not a storefront and have highly restricted public access. 

Please include the following information so that we may be able to assess whether 
your organization should be recognized as an approved publisher and place you on 
the list of authorized publishers: 

1 . Business/organization/firm name and telephone number and or email address of 
the publishing company: 

2. Business/organization/firm registry number and/or tax identification number of 
the publishing company: 

3. Does the publishing company have a wide distribution network (i.e. available at 
most bookstores and/or distributed nationally)? 

4. Is the inventory and access to the inventory and shipping department controlled 
and not open to the public (i.e. can the public come in contact with the publications 
prior to to shipping)? 

Once we receive this information your business/organization/firm we can determine 
whether or not your organization meets ODOC criteria for publisher/distributor. If 
you are placed on the list of approved publisher/distributors, future issues of your

With all the criminal activities on Wall Street, 
in Congress, in the "justice" system from At- 
tomey General of the United States on down

THIS is straightforward, unadulterated, in-your-face, 
no-holds barred, censorship. 

It is obvious from the above that the prison system 
does not want the small press in the prison system and 
that it appears likely that prisoners arc forced to buy the 
"magazines, newspapers, books and other publications 
(generally for sale and wide distribution)" from large distributors. 

I'd like to know who made up the "Mail (Inmate)" rules. We certainly don't want 
the natives to get restless now, do we? Give them People, US and the Inquirer maga- 
zines. Don't give them anything that stretches their thinking or the way they see the 
world. To have them contemplate and meditate beyond their own personal responsi- 
bility into the social, drug, employment, economic, monetary, religious and other po- 
litical & cultural factors around them is somehow wrong! 

What grand law places YOU - Oregon Department of Corrections - in the posi- 
tion to determine what inmates can or cannot read. At first 1 thought it might be some 
form of authoritarian paternalism, but immediately dismissed such thinking. 1 believe 
it is based on fear and I suspect with good reason. 

Even though the education system with its "No Child Left Behind" programs is 
doing a good job job of dumbing people down some people still can read! Just as 
there were laws against reading for the chattel slaves of the antebellum south, so it is 
for those growing up not so well to do in the 21st century, although these laws will 
be unwritten and based on income. According to Ken Goodman, et at, from "Ten 
Alarming facts About No Child Left Behind," in Saving Our Schools (pgs.,7-8): 
"Within a neoconservative movement to privatize all aspects of American society, a 
heavily funded and well-organized campaign has created NCLB [No Child Left Be- 
hind] to discredit and destroy public education. There is no other explanation for the 
impossible, destructive conditions it imposes on the nation's schools... Many highly 
professional teachers are leaving teaching or taking early retirement to escape being re- 
quired to conform to aspects of the law that make it impossible to teach in the best 
interests of their pupils." What frightens you, ODOC, is an educated people, a people 
who can read and write. Thus your "Mail (Inmate)" rules committee! 

I can see the "Mail (Inmate)" rules committee discussing the "rules" and making a 
decision that should such "rabble" get any ideas that they can change their situation 
or circumstances after prison for themselves, their families and their children, why, 
they may never come back! These prisoners are your "bread and butter" aren't they? 
They keep you employed! I think the "Mail (Inmate) " rules committee appears to want 
prisoners to learn their criminal skills and trades better in prison so that they will re- 
t urn to prison eventu ally.

1 do not want, I do not seek, and do not care about being "recognized as an 
approved publisher and being placed ...on the list of authorized publishers. " You 
people make me sick. And very few people make me feel so thoroughly disgusted. 

I ask that you send me the "Mail (Inmate)" rules and "after the standard content 
review" of the rules, I will send them back to you. After you have shown me proof 
that you have implemented the appropriate changes and deletions 1 have decided upon, 
I will begin sending you future issues of 'Show Me the MONEY!' to your institutions! 

Not long after the letter above, I received a letter along with the yellow 'prisoner 
copy' of the 'Maine Department of Corrections, Maine Correctional Center: Notice 
of Non-Allowable Property' form. The yellow 'prisoner copy* which this inmate re- 
ceived (and sent to me) reported that the following action had been taken by the mail- 
room Processing Officer, in accordance with Department of Corrections Policy 21.2, 
which was that the issue of Show Me the MONEY! $24 that I had sent to him had 
been "disposed of as being unacceptable due to their content or due to being received 
from other than a publisher. " 

This notice of rejection was then followed by a zine sent to me by the South Chi- 
cago ABC Zine Distro (see zine review section for full review of the zines sent by 
South Chicago ABC) written by Harold H. Thompson titled "They Will Never Get Us 
All!" In this zine he discusses his lawsuit [a lawsuit for Chrissake for 1st amendment 
rights in the land 'o the free, ed.] against the state of Tennessee (Thompson vs. 
Campbell, Commissioner, Tennessee Department of Corrections). What Harold de- 
scribes is pretty much what is outlined in the Oregon Department of Corrections letter 
with a "Publjhers-Only" rule which stipulates that no individual, small not-for-profit 
distributors, self-publishers, prison book services publications to a prisoner. 

Prisoners arc supposed to have the same rights as ordinary citizens except those 
expressly removed from them due to imprisonment. Prisoners' ability to think and 
choose is not removed when the prison gates close behind them. And some prisoners 
even retain the right to vote! Harold poses some valid questions when he asks: 

• is there a legitimate penological or neutral government objective associated with 
the publishers-only rule? 

• Do prisoners have a legitimate interest in receiving political literature of their 
choice, embracing a politic of their choice, and communicating freely with those 
of similar beliefs as long as they don't break the law in any way? 

• Because a prisoners politics arc abrasive to prison officials does this give them 
the authority to restrict access to certain forms ofliterature? 

• Is any of the material obscene and how is 'obscenity' judged and by whose stan- 
dards? 

Finally, Harold recuguizes the obvious that everything in a penal setting is regu- 
lated, which is needed to maintain order. Everything but thought. And this is the goal 
of these Orwell ian "1984" thought control "Publisher-Only" rules. Re-educating pris- 
oners along the lines of the defunct soviet and Chinese and Soviet camps. Give them 
pabulum to read and hero stories about the "wild west" and other crap. Don't give

What is Fascism 

Benito Mussolini, 1933 

Benito Mussolini over the course of his lifetime went from Socialism - he was 
editor o/Avanti, a socialist newspaper - to the leadership of a new political move- 
mem called "fascism" [after "fasces", the symbol of bound sticks used as a totem of 
power in ancient Rome]. Mussolini came to power after the "March on Rome" in 
1922, and was appointed Prime Minister by King Victor Emmanuel. 

In 1932 Mussolini wrote (with the help of Giovanni Gentile) and entry for the 
Italian Encyclopedia on the definition of fascism. 

Fascism, the more it considers and observes the future and the development of hu- 
manity quite apart from political considerations of the moment, believes neither in 
the possibility nor the utility of perpetual peace. It thus repudiates the doctrine of 
Pacifism - born of a renunciation of the struggle and an act of cowardice in the face 
of sacrifice. War alone brings up to its highest tension all human energy and puts 
the stamp of nobility upon the peoples who have courage to meet it. All other trials 
are substitutes, which never really put men into the position where they have to 
make the great decision - the alternative of life or death.... 

...The Fascist accepts life and loves it, knowing nothing of and despising suicide: 
he rather conceives of life as duty and struggle and conquest, but above all for others 
- those who are at hand and those who are far distant, contemporaries, and those 
who will come after... 

...Fascism [is] the complete opposite of... Marxian Socialism, the materialist con- 
ception of history of human civilization can be explained simply through the con- 
flict of interests among the various social groups and by the change and develop- 
ment in the means and instruments of production.... Fascism, now and always, be- 
lieves in holiness and in heroism; that is to say, in actions influenced by no eco- 
nomic motive, direct or indirect. And if the economic conception of history be de- 
nied, according to which theory men are no more than puppets, carried to and fro by 
the waves of chance, while the real directing forces are quite out of their control, it 
follows that the existence of an unchangeable and unchanging class- war is also de- 
nied - the natural progeny of the economic conception ofhistory. And above all 
Fascism denies that class-war can be the preponderant force in the transformation of 
society.... 

After Socialism, Fascism combats the whole complex system of democratic ideol- 
ogy, and repudiates it, whether in its theoretical premises or in its practical applica- 
tion. Fascism denies that the majority, by the simple fact that it is a majority, can 
direct human society; it denies that numbers alone can govern by means of a peri- 
odical consultation, and it affirms the immutable, beneficial, and fruitful inequality 
of mankind, which can never be permanently leveled through the mere operation 
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
